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ORDINANCE NO. 85- 6 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 

82-15, WHICH PROVIDES FOR THE LEVYING OF A TOURIST 
DEVELOPMENT TAX PURSUANT TO THE "LOCAL OPTION 
TOURIST DEVELOPMENT ACT," FLORIDA STATUTES 125.0104, 

BY INCREASING THE MAXIMUM PERCENTAGE OF REVENUES TO 
BE EXPENDED FOR ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES FROM FOUR 
(4%) PERCENT TO SIX AND ONE-HALF (6.5%) PERCENT. 

WHEREAS, pursuant to §125.0104, Florida Statutes, the "Local 
Option Tourist Development Act", the Board of County Commissioners of 
Palm Beach County, Florida adopted Ordinance No. 82-15, which provided 
for the levying of a Tourist Development Tax and adopted a Tourist 
Development Plan; and 

WHEREAS, the Tourist Development Plan provides that the annual 
amount established for administrative expenses would not exceed four (4%) 
percent of the previous year's revenues; and 

WHEREAS, the four (4%) percent maximum on administrative 
expenditures has placed severe limitations on the budget and operation 
of the Tourist Development Office; and 

WHEREAS, the Tourist Development Council has unanimously 
approved the increase of the maximum percentage of revenue to be expended 
for administrative expenses from four (4%) percent to six and one-half 
(6.5%) percent; and 

WHEREAS, Section 125.0104, Florida Statutes, and Ordinance 
82-15 provides for amendment to the Tourist Development Plan by ordinance 
enacted by an affirmative vote of a majority plus one (1) additional 
member of the Board of County Commissioners. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 

SECTION I - AMENDMENT : Section 2 of Ordinance 82-15 is hereby 

amended: 

The third paragraph of the Tourist Development Plan shall read 
as follows: 

There shall be an annual amount established for administrative 
expenses which for each of the first two years shall not exceed 
$126,000.00 and thereafter, shall not exceed £ ear—(4%)~pe¥eent six and 
one-half (6.5%) percent of the previous year's revenues.

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 


part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. 
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The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 


"article," or any other appropriate word.
